G.S.R. 47(E).—In exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Consti¬ 
tution. the President hereby makes the following 
rules to amend the All India Radio Chief Engineer 
(Civli) (Levcl-ID Recruitment Rules, 1990, name 
Jv:— 

1. (l)Thcso rules may be called the All India 
Radio Chief Engineer (Civil) (Level III Recruit¬ 
ment (Amendment) Rules, 1995. 

(2) They shall come into force from the date 
of publication in the official gazette. 

2. In the All India Radio Chief Engineer 
(Civil) (Level 11) Recruitment Rules, 1990:— 

(i) in the opening portion for the words, 
brackets and figures "Chief Engineer 
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(Civil) (Level II)" the words and brac¬ 
kets "Chief Engineer (Level II)” shall 
be substituted; 

(ii) in rule 1 under the heading short title and 
commencement in sub-rule (1) for the 
words, brackets and figures “AH India 
Radio Chief Engineer (Civil) Level 11 
Recruitment Rules, 1990" the words, 
brackets and figures "All India Radio 
Chief Engineer (Level II) Recruitment 
Rules, 1990" shall be substituted: 

(iii) In the schedule:— 

(a) in column (1) for the words, brackets 
and figures "Chief Engineer (Civil) 
Level II” the words, brackets and 
figures "Chief Engineer (Level IT) 5 * 
shall be substituted: 

(b) in column (2) for the brackets and 
figures “(1990)” the brackets and 
figures "(1995)’’ shall be substituted; 

(c) hi column (12) for the existing entry 
the following entries shall be substitu¬ 
ted:— 

"PROMOTION 

Superintending Engineer (Civil[Electrical) I 
Superintending Surveyor of Works 
(Civil[Electrical) with 7 years regular 
service in the grade. 

NOTE 1.—The eligibility list for promotion 
shall be prepared with reference to the date of 
completion by the officers of the prescribed quali¬ 
fying service in the respective grade | post. 

NOTE 2,—Where juniors who have completed 
their qualifying service are being considered for 
promotion, their seniors would also be considered 
provided they arc not short of the requisite quali- 
fying|eligibility service by more than one year and 
have successfully completed their probation period, 
if prescribed,
